Riots anti Tumults, &c. 


T is to be hoped, that among the many 
Grievances theſe Kingdoms have now to 
complain of, and which will, no doubt 


come before the preſent Parliament for 


Redreſs, you will not think the putting a ſtop 
to the dangerous Practice of Mobs and Rio 
one of the leaſt of thoſe Evils that Merit you 
Attention. Theſe are grown to that height, 
and paſs with ſach impunity, that the Occaſions 
are become only the Will of the People; more 
properly, of a rude and lawleſs Multitude; 
who would not of themſelves Indeed be worth 
the Notice, were it not for thoſe who feed and 
cheriſh this Spirit of Rebellion in them, and for 
the Ends which too many*of them not only De- 
ſign, but ſuch Conſequences as muſt too appa- 
rently follow, if ſome ſpeedy Method be not 
found out to curb and reſtraid theſe growing 
Exils; and ſince we have ſeen that the preſent 
Laws are put under ſuch tender Conſtructions, 
as render them too Weak to puniſh ſuch Offen- 
ces as they deſerve, as well in the Nature as id 
the Neceſſity of them; we may the rather ex- 
pect that it will be thought Reaſonable to 
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Yrengthen the Hands of the Civil Magiſtracy, 
by ſome wholeſome Acts to keep the Conſtitu- 
tion in better Order. 


What need, or what indeed can be ſaid far- 
ther to ap t that have the Preſervation 
of our Liberties, Laws, and Religion ſo much 
at Heart? and cannot but out of their great 
Wiſdom percieve, that the continuance of ſuch 
Practices muſt inevitably tend to the ruin of 
them all, eſpecially, when we ſee by what Party, 
and to what Uſes they are z and 
what is ſtill Worſe, that the Pulpit hay fo great 


_ aHandia ſtirring up the People to this unrea- 


ſonable Humour; and their very Nurſlings at 
the Univerſities are initiated into the ſame early 
Doctrines; by which, the Streams of Learning 
as well as Loyalty are become corrupted : The 
whole Syſtem of Non“ reſiſtance, and Paſſrve-Obe» 
dience, laid aſide, and their Adverſaries fur- 
niſhed with ſufficient Arguments to upbraid 
them; That the greateſt Loyaliſts in Pretence, are 

the worſt Rebels in Practice. | 
Nothing can be more proper to lay before 
the Parliament, in order to obtain their Conſi- 
deration, and conſequently ſome Redreſs of 
theſe Grievances, than the Manner and Occa- 
ſion of thoſe Mobs and Riots which have actu- 
ally happened ſince the ſitting of the former 
Parliaments, and ſuch," as had they been tranſ- 
acted during their Time, by a contrary Party, 
would not have failed being proſecuted in the 
moſt ſevere Manner. The Whigs, who had 
before been prejudged of Reſiſting Principles, 
could never have eſcaped under a Sentence of 
Rebellion, for the leaſt Tumult or InſurreQtion 
they had occaſioned ;, and it would ſure be but 
very juſt, that theſe great Pretenders to *

No 
Windows were broke that were not Illuminated, as 
was done at the Proclamation of our advantagious 
Peace; but, on the contrary, thoſe Houſes were 
aſſaulted that were enlighten'd with Candles; but 
eſpecially thoſe in which *twas reported the Effigies of 
the Doctor was made.

Health, Proſperity to his Royal Family, and bther 
loyal Healths;, while the Bells rung, the Drums | 
beat, and the Muſick play d; moſt of the Houſes | 
were ploriouſly illuminated, and particularly Mrs. 
Gunter“ of the Priory ; but ſome Profeſid and 
Church-Papiſts did not think fit to illuminate their 
Houſes, and the Lady of one, who has an Office in 
the Revenue, could ſpare no more than Three Far- 
thing Candles on that Occaſion, having ſpent her 
Stock laſt Year, when ſhe made a Bonefire, and 
burat a Whig in it. ; 


Reading in Berkſhire, October 23. On the

At another Part of the Town 
a worthy Gentleman entertain d ſome Friends at his 
own Heuſe, and, for the better ſolemnizing ſuch 4 
glorious Day, put out a Flag, with King George in

with the Caſtle. : . 

On the Coronation Day, at Nuneaton in Wars 
wickſhire, a Riot began by Two notorious diſſoy- 
al Perſons, one of them an Officer in Half. pay, 
who applied themfelyes to one Mr. Thomas Eaves; 
a ſincere Friend in that Town to the Proteſtant 
Intereſt and Succeſſion : They demanding Money 
of him to drink Dr. Sathevere!'s Health, Who 
anſwer'd them, If they had ask'd to drink 
King George's Health, he would have anſwer'd 
their Requeſt; and upon fome other Words 
in disfayour of the Doctor, theſe Perſons pat ted 
from him in a Rage, and not without Threats: | 
Soon after came ſome others, but of another

ulrd down the Fire, and then went up and 


—.— breaking the Windows of all ſuch as ap- 
pear d for, or endeavour'd to aid and aſſiſt the 
Conſtable, and gathering as much of the Fire 
as they could together, they laid it to the Houſe 
of the aboveſaid Mr. Eaves, broke his Windows, 
and ſhot in at them with Fire-Arms, by which 
he narrowly eſcap d being kill d ; alſo broke 
open his Doors, notwithſtanding the King's 
Officer was in the Houſe, abuſed his two Daugh- 
ters, tearing,off their Head-cloaths, and drag- 
ging one of them down by her Hair into the 
Dirt, under Feet, and beating the other in the 
Face, and doing abundance of other Damage:
